Gettysburg, famous forever in the annals of 


American history, has to-tiay w itnessed another 
interesting ceremony, which is a fitting se- 
quence to those which have taken place before 
in commemoration of the great struggle which, 
on this field in 18U3, scaled the f4te of the re- 
bellion. We have alieady had tlu» laying of 
the corner-stone of the great monument, and 
this bting appropriately followed by the in- 
auguration of the Orphans' Home, fur the care 
of the children of the heroes of the Kepublic 
who gave up their lives for the maintenance of 
the Union. 


By two o'clock a large concourse of peop'e 


had assembled, numbering several thousand 
persons, wiieu tbe proccsbion ivas formed, 
composed of officers of the court, the cleri^. 
professors and students of Pennsylvania Col- 
lege and the Seminary, the various Sabbath 
schools, citizens and visitors, and proceeded to 
tbe Orphans' Honie on Cemetery Hill. 


Rev. Dr. Meavs, of Philadelphia, made the 


opening prayer, after which Rev. Dr. Head 
delivei ed the opening address. He ably and 
eloquently urged the obligations of the nation 
to the soldiers of the war for the Union, aud 
especially the fallen heroes; an obligation that 
could only b* partly met by the most ample 
provision for the support and care of their 
orphan children.
